17 OTHER NOTABLE FEATURES OF BUILDING OR SITE (interior and/or exterior) 


This house has a five-bay facade. The central entry has a molded sur- 
round and a modern door. Windows are fitted with 2-over-2 sash and 
modern storm sash. The gambrel roof has three symetrically placed shed- 
roofed dormers. Large twin chimneys appear to be recent or repaired. 

To the rear is a shed-roofed one-story extension.

19 HISTORI 


Located on the Berlin Fairgrounds, this house has been so extensively 
repaired that virtually no original fabric (other than the molded entry 
surround) is visible. Nonetheless, the brownstone ashlar foundation 
and the characteristic massing mark this as an 18th-century structure. 
The roof dormers may well have been added during the 19th century, 
although they are not unknown in 18th-century gambrel-roofed houses. 


SIGNIFICANCE 


During the early 19th century, this house was held by Captain Elishama 
Brandegee, a sea captain and trader who owned a good deal of property 
in the northeast corner of Berlin (then known as Beckley CERES 5 Its 
18th-century history proved impossible to trace. =
